How Ontario Farmers Stand. 

‘Phe air of depression which seems 
to run through the comments on the 
Ontario agricultural statistics for 
1892, as issued by the Bureau of In- 
dustries, is not warranted by the 
figures. The total property uf On. 
tario farmers in 1892 is placed at 
$979,977,244 compared with $971,- 
886,068 in 1991, and with $963,925, . 
O11 as the average value for the ten 
years 1882-92. A gain of over 88,- 
000,000 in one year is no sign of 
disaster. The report makes out 
that the gain is due to an increase 
of about $4,500,000 in the value of 
farm buildings, of about halt a mill- 
fonin implements, and about 89,- 
000,000 in live stock, while the 
value of the lands is alleged to have 
declined about $6,000,000, leaving 
a net increase all round of 88,000,- 
000 as before stated. Knowing the 
Government which issues these fig- 
ures and Keeping in view the fact 
that there is a tendency to rate 
down the land, as it is the basis of 
municipal taxation, there is no rea- 
son to be discouraged. Inwhatever 


part of their property the Ontario| ¢ 


farmers have gained the fact re- 
mains that this report admits them 
to be $68,000,000 richer this year 
than last. 

The farmers’ wealth in live stock 
is well distributed. The horses 
were worth $55,812,920; the cattle 
$45,548,475; the sheep’ $8,569,537 
and $5,479,093. The total 

ofthe live stock was §$117,- 
501,495 compared with $108,721,- 
O76 in 1891. No cause for pessim- 
fem here.

In November, 1881, Senator Guelly 
Rente, a representative of the Havana uni- 
versity, made such a proposition to his 
government. Gibraltar is really o part of 
the Spanish dominions. Its occupation is 
not. only offensive to Spanish pride, but 
saatestalty affests Spanish interesta. Gib- 
raltar is a free port, and the consequence is 
that smugylers and dealers in contraband 
eae have used it as a kinds of funnel 

rough which to pour into Spain tobacco 
agd other heavily taxed articles without 
payment of duty. 

Un the other hand, it is now becoming a 
question in Englaad whether Gibraltar is 
after all so useful to it, Arnold Forster 
does not believe that it is of any further use 
to Great Britain.

On New Year morning it is 
im tive that you call upon your frienda, 
and you areexpected to sacrifice to you 
ancestors. The giving of New Year presents 
is common and these presenta are always 
sent outinacertain kind of box, known 
as New Year's boxes, Everyone comes out 
in new clothing and for a week little else 
than feasting is done. The Coreans are 
very superstitions, and one ol their New 
Year's customs is the making of effigies of 
straw representing themselves. In these 
straw men are hidden pieces of money and 
also ® piece of paper on which is written « 
we! asking that the owner be délivored 

rom all plagues and diseases and misfor- 

tunes for the year tocome. Boys call for 
these effigies and they cut them up to get 
the money out of them. The more they 
are cut the better will be the luck of the 
persons who make them. After they are 
torn to pieces the remainders are thrown at 
some cross roads, where they are barned, 

The Japanese celebrate the New Year 
much the same as do the Chinese. Calls 
are made, presents exchanged and settle- 
ment# are eenected, The-children are out 
in force, They play all sorts of games and 
they mak, snow men just af our boys do in 
America. 


The Turks have a number of holidays. I 
was in Constantinople on Mohammed's 
birthday aud the people were all out in 
their best clothes and t watched the sultan 
go tothe mosque. I also saw the process- 
ion which goes every year across Constanti- 
nople to kiss the mantle of the Mohammed, 
The Mohammedan year is eleven days 
shorter than ours, and its New Year Day 
changes fiom year to year. The as- 
trologers fix the exact beginning of it by 
firing a rocket from one of the heights 
about Constantinople, and the Turks cele- 
brate it in great shape. The sultan gives 
& reception in one of his palaces and at this 
reception everyone getea New Year gift 
in the shape of some Turkish gold pieces 
which are especially minted for the pur- 
pose. All the high-class Mohammedaas 
make presenta to their households on this 
day, and nearly every servant geta a pi 
of money.

Five Handred Thensand Dollars in Gold 
atthe Rattem of the Sea, si 


The steamer Alfonso XIL, having on 
board ten boxes of gold coin, each box 
| worth £10,000, struck on a rock and sank 
at Grand Canary, while on a voyage from 
Cadiz to Havana in 1886. It was ascer- 
jtained that the specie was at a depth of 
| twenty-six and two-third fathoms—160 feet 
|—and grave doubts were entertained of the 
| possibility of any diver being able to with. 
stand the tremendous pressure incidental 
| to such a depth, viz.: some 67 pounds to 
levery superticial sqaare inch of his body. 
| Experiments at this depth were made off 
| Dartmouth, and two men, Lambert and 
Tessier, were found equal to the perilous 
itask. Also dresses were at length made 
‘which would remain water-tight ato great 
ladepth. An expedition was sent ont by 
ithe Marine Insurance company, tho divers 
ito receive a reward of 5 per cent,, or £500, 
,on each box recovered. Lambert got up 
‘seven boxes and Tessier two. So terrible 
| was the pressure that neither men could 
istay below for more than a few minutes, 
and Lambert, for some time after his retarn, 
— from chronic paralysia of the 
bowels, by which he was in a certain re- 
| spect reduced to the hsipless condition o 
}a babe in the cradle. Probably a tightly 
jwealed kettle, sent down to the same 
| depth, would have been crushed flat. As it 
| was, the diverssucceeded in finding only nine 
boxes out of the ten, £10,000 thus remaining 
below. A subsequent expedition went in 
search of this box, and the diver, after being 
down for twenty minutes, was hauled op 
only todie, Nothing discouraged a fresh 
jexpedition started out with two divers,from

The Height of Clonds. 


Prof. Moller, of Carlsruhe, has made 
some interesting observations on clouds. 
The highest clouds, cirrus and cirro- 
atratus, rise onanaverage toa height of 
nearly 30,000 feet. The middle clouds 
keep at from about 10,00) to 23,000 feet 
in height, while the lower clouds reach to 
between 32000 te 700) feet. The cumulus 
clouds float with their lower sarface at « 
height of from 408 c 500) feet, while 
their summits rise to 16,000 feet, The top 
of the Alps are often hidden by clonds of 
the third class, but the bottom of clouds of 
the second c'ass, and capecially o the 
thander clouds often enfold them, The 
vertical demensions of a cload observed by 
Prof. Moller on the Notelburg were over 
1200 feet; he stepped out of it ata height 
of 3700 feetand highabove the mountain 
floated clouds of the middle class, whils 
veils of mist lay on the ravines and clefts.

One of the moat touching stories in the 
history of these French prisons from which 
so many political offenders have been sent 
to the guillotine is that of Count Lavallette 
and his heroic wife, The count was im- 
prisoned in 1815 in a Parig prison—one of 
the many Victims of s reabvtion in political 
feeling. He was condemned to the guillo 
tine, Every effort was made by his wif 
and friends to obtain his par’o1, but i 
vain. When he had but forty-eigat hour 
te live his wife came to him and explained 
a plan for his esca, He protested against 
it, but she was firm, declaring, when he 
spoke of the risk to herself, that she should 
surely die if ho perished by the guillotine. 
At five o’clock on the day befor» he was to 
be executed, the countess came to his cell, 
accompanied by their littl daughter 
Josephine and by a friend, Madame Da- 
toit. She wore along cloak and brought 
with her a black skirt. She said to her 
husband : 

‘Everything is ready. These things 
will disguise you perfectly. At seven 
o'clock you must take Josephine’s arm and 
walk out. Step gently, and cover your 
face with your handkerchief. Unfortan- 
ately I have not been in the habit of wear- 
ing « veil here,so I dared not bring you one

They lived principally from the proceeds of 
their hunting trips into the interior, bar- 
tering ivory and skins for guns, ammuni- 
tion, groceries and other necessaries of life 
with the Portuguese traders from the const 
or with the inland merchants at Pretoria. 
In the year 1854 Hermanus Potgieter, a 
brother of Hendrik Potgreter, accompanied 
by hie wife and children and some follow- 
ers, were surprised by the natives at Mocrd- 
drift Makdpanspoort. The whole party 
were killed after being cruelly mutilated. 
When the news of there atrocities reached 
the authorities, # commend of Boers, con- 
sisting of 500 men, under Piet Potgieter, 
commissioner of Zoutpansberg, and M, W. 
Pretorius, of Potchefstroom, proceeded wo 
Makapanapoort to revenge the murder of 
their relatives, 
FIFTEEN HUNDRED NEGROES KILLED, 

The natives did got wait for the Boers, 
but fled into some large caves in the mount- 
ains ; these were surrounded by the Boers 
in the hope that the natives would soon be 
forced to surrender for want of food and 
water, But it appears that the natives 
knew of some little outlet unknéwn to the 
Boera, by which they managed to supply 
themselves with water. They held ont for 
some time, but when Potgieter was fatall 
wounded and the natives openly defied the 
Boers, calling upon them to come and fetch 
them out of the caves, the Boers determin- 
ed to make anend of the affair, All the 
approaches to the caves were filled with 
large howldera and blocked up with wood, 
which was set on fire. In this way the 
whole clar, numbering some 1,500 soula,ex- 
cept a few who managed to escape, were 
either starved to death or suffocated by the 
amoke, Numererous skeletons and heaps 
of bones and skulls may still be seen in the 
caves. But the terrible revenge taken by 
the Boers had little effect on the natives, 
who were conscions of their vast superiority 
in numbers, The strife between the white 
man and the black was kept np for years 
until, in 1869, the government resolved to 
abandon Schoemansdaal for a time. The in- 
habitants removed their furniture and ev- 
erything else that could be moved and re- 
tired to the southern portion of the district. 
But the people living in the valleys of the 
north-eastern portion, of the district, called 
Spelonken, remained on their farms. 


With the exception of the tribes under 
the powerful chief Magato and a few of his 
under chiefs, all the natives of the district 
have aubmitted to the supremacy of the 
abt data and agreed to pay taxes, The 
ooation of the chief Zebedela is situated 
partly in the Zoutpansberg and partly in 
the Waterberg district, but has not been 
officially defined. Negotiations are atil! 
pending with regard to the territory claim- 
ed by Magato, whe occupies a stronghold 
in the Zoutpansberg considered almost im- 
preguable. The republic has been several 
times on the point of deciding this dispute 
with this pugnacious andimpertinent chief 
by force of arms, but the wish to avoid 
bloodshed and arrange matters in a peace- 
ful manner has been predominant with the 
authorities. Commandant Pretorius, who 
lately visited the mysterious chieftainess 
Mojaje, who is suppoaed to have furnished 
Rider sy gh with the subject for " She,” 
describes her as a very old woman, with 
long, pointed and crooked nose, long face, 
thin lips, closely cropped hair, blue ‘eyes 
and almost white in color. In spite of her 
bodily infirmities she was received with 
great respect by the tribe. 


LIVINGSTONN THE FIRST VISITOR. 

No proper census has ever been taken of 
the natives in the Transvaal. According 
to the last estimate, the approximate num- 
ber of the native tribes living within the 
limits of the district is 382,328, consisting 
of 70.071 grown-ap males, 100,723 temales 
and 292,534 children. The two principal 


tribes are the Kasutoa or Makati, and the | 


Magwambas or knobnoses, the latter being 
75,000 atrong. The tribes living in the 
Zoutpanasberg range are estimated by the 
German missionaries at 100,000 s0ule, The 
white population is put down by the last 
official cenaus at 4,068, of whom 2,732 are 
males and 1,936 females, the density of 
white population being 0.186 per square 
mile. Nua verous travelers have visited the 
district, mostly on their way to the interior; 
but large tracta of country on the eastern 
border are unexplored and only known to 
the huntera who visit this part of the 
country during the winter season to hunt 
buffaloes, giraffea, rhinoceroses and even 
elephants, which are still found in these 
regions. But owing to the taetse fly and 
poltonous plants these buating trips have 
to be done on foot or with donkeys. 
Livingstone is the first traveler on record 
who visited the district, which he did in 
the 40's, but he did not farther 
than Makapan+poort, and Gassiot is the 
second, who passed through the south- 
weatern portion of the district in 1851, on 
his way to the Limpop>. Logegary, a 
French missionary from Basuto Land, 


ea through the Marabasstad dis‘rict on 
ia way to Mapela in 185s. 

He was the firat who discovered gold in 
the northern partofthe Transvaal. In a 
private. letter addressed to the govern- 
ment secretary of the republic, written at 
Sechell’a in October, 1898, he reports the 
existence of two gold mires in the Trans- 
Yaal, apd states that he is in possession of 
twelve samples of quartz containing gold. 
He does not name the locality where he 
found them, but as he traveled through

jewels of the women, the golden laurel 
wreaths of the men, the ribbons, Pompei 
janlike shoulder stripes and Isis buttona 
and even the ‘lock of youth,” the ancient 
badge of the sons of the Pharacha. The 
colors have mellowed like those of old 
masterpieces,and Rembrandt hiawelf 
not be ashamed of the strength shéwn in 
the beat of them.
